First, let us sa y tha t no c iv il­ 
ized nation selects the trarnp or a g ed 
element to fig ht its 
battles. 
In our 
own case, pa rticula rly, instead of the 
a rmy being ma de up ev en of offscour­ 
ing s of the population, it is in its entir­ 
ety a ca refully selected body from wa lks 
of life tha t a re lucra tiv e, 
if, 
there­ 
for in any na tion the proof of ea sed 
competition 
should 
be 
forthcoming 
surely it hould be in ours. 
Yet g ra nt­ 
ing tha t a series of disa sters, quite be­ 
yond all 
ima g ining , should 
remov e 
-.n,000 men a yea r it would 
be solely 
one fourteen-hundredth of the whole 
and therefore purely infinitesima l in 
its influence upon the crowded 
and 
stra ined conditions of life. 
Let it be 
understood, howev er, tha t instead of 
conditions being rendered ea sier for 
those who rema in, the real fact would 
bo tha t upon the toilers is pla ced 
a 
new cla ss of non-producers to sustain. 
Our wa r-budg et will a mount a lmost to 
$1,000,000 a day. 
A total of this hug e 
sum will 
bo cheerfully met by our 
enlig htened population, beca use v v e a re 
by force tea ching huma nity to a na tion 
tha t is 
una pproa cha ble by 
modern 
thoug ht: but our cheerfulness does not 
conjure a wa y the burden of m eeting 
such an expenditure. 
It is a v ery rea l 
one tha t effects ev en the sma llest of us. 
A ,d to the extent to which we ea ch 
feel it, to tha t extent does an a rmy 
ma ke it ha rder for us to liv e. 
La st but 
not least, these men who ta lk so flip­ 
pa ntly of surplus popula tion ev er w rig ­ 
g le or a ttempt to wrig g le when a sked 
to expla in 
wha t they mea n 
by the 
term. 
One thing a bout the a rg ument 
is rea sona bly clear: 
tha t the surplus­ 
a g e is a lwa ys in the fa mily of a nother 
man. 
So long as mother-hea rt- can 
lov e: so long as fa ther-lov e is strong 
there will nev er be a conscious w illing ­ 
ness to ha v e the fa mily g roup reduced: 
and thus a re wo led to understa nd the 
selfish suprema cy of these friends of 
fig hting who ca lmly

Suppose you were on the street, 
in­ 
stead of at a telephone, and desired to 
kn o v . where a certa in store was, would 
you rush up to the first stra ng e ma n or 
wo; an you cha nced to meet and de­ 
man d “ W ho a re you? ” before 
you 
dLg ned to m a ke known wha t your de­ 
sire was? 
This would be no more out 
of ta-te tha n the telephonic dema nd. 
“ Who is this? ” 
One of the most sa tisfa ctory wa ys of 
announcing yourself and your wa nts 
by telephone is to say, 
for insta nce, 
“ I am Mr. Brown; I would like to talk 
to Mr. S m ith .” 
Then if Mr, Smith is 
within ca ll he can be quickly informed 
that Mr. Brown wishes to ta lk with 
him. 
Of course this m ig ht be indis­ 
creet if it is your purpose to dun Mr. 
Smith. 
Otherwise it is the proper call | 
to make.
